The “Holston Annual” has now reached its fourth year, 
though started in troublous times, when well-established peri- 
odicals were feeling the pressure of financial distress. 

The success of the semi-Centennial number in 1875, ex- 
ceeded that of any previous numbers, or anything of the kind 
published in the bounds of the Conference. 

The “Semi-Crntennial Roll” attracted very general no- 
tice and approval. 

It is republished, with such corrections as the Editor could 
make, and with the names arranged both in alphabetical and 
chronological order. 

A list of Conference Sessions from 1824 to 1876, with name of 
President and Secretary of each, will add interest to the present 
number. 

A roll of the preachers now belonging to the Conference, and 
list of lay delegates for 1876, is also published in convenient 
form, giving post-offices as far as known. 

The proceedings of the Fifty-third Session, with carefully 
prepared minutes answering the usual questions of the Disci- 
pline, constitute a valuable part of the work. 

The District Conferences for 1876, and list of Local Preachers 
in the Conference, is not fully reported, as intended, for want of 
information which was certainly expected from Secretaries of 
District Conferences and Presiding Elders.

“ Miscellaneous Items” 

The reports on Education, Finance, Sunday-schools, Church 
Publications, &c., exhibit the extent of a traveling preacher’s 
work.

Sessions. — The Conference fixed the hour for meeting at 
nine o’clock A. M., and that for adjourning at one o’clock P. M. 

A bar was fixed from the third window in the church for- 
ward.

MEMOIRS. 

MEMOIR OF REV. DANIEL B. CARTER. 

Daniel B. Carter, of the Holston Conference, M. E. Church, 
South, was the second son of Ezekiel and Martha Carter, of 
Greene county, Tennessee. He was born August 25, 1803, 
and died June 7, 1876. 

The precise time of his conversion is not known, but is sup- 
posed to have occurred sometime before or during the year 
1827, he having been licensed to preach in October of that 
year. He was also admitted on trial into the traveling connec- 
tion in 1827, and appointed that year to the Sequatchie Circuit 
with I. Easterly in charge. He was admitted into full connec- 
tion in 1829, and ordained deacon by Joshua Soule. In 1831 
he was ordained elder by Elijah Hedding. He was married to 
Miss Cynthia C. Burnett in 1834, who died in July 1846. In 
1849 he was again married, this time to Mary W. Aston. 

By reference to the Conference Minutes it will be seen that 
Bro. Carter traveled various important fields of labor, extend- 
ing through a period of forty-nine years, excepting one year, in 
which he sustained a local relation. 

It is proper to say, also, that at the session of the Conference 
in Asheville, North Carolina in 1866, he withdrew from the 
M. E. Church, South, and became a traveling preacher in the 
M. E. Church, ‘‘for reasons,” he said, “best known to himself.” 
In this he was as sincere as in any act of his whole life. He 
was too honest to do anything that he felt was not right. Nor 
was it because he was opposed to the M. E. Church, South, in 
feeling; for in 1868, when the way of usefulness opened up 
again, he returned to the M. E. Church, South, and was con- 
tinued on the superanuated list for awhile. He then became 
effective, and traveled for several years, the two last of which 
were on the Morristown and Rutledge circuits. 

The leading trait in his character was devotion to God and 
fidelity to the Church. He never compromised with sin, the 
world or the devil in any sense. Whatever appeared to him to 
be right, was espoused by him heartily, and without any regard 
to what men might think or say, though he might make many 
enemies and turn many friends against himself. 

When he knew what God would have him do and say, he 
would do and say those very things, if the heavens should fall. 
Yet, when he came to die, there was no man more loved and 
honored. Though he waged a relentless war against sin, and 
opposed the sinner’s views and feelings so many times, yet sin- 
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ners reverence his memory and honor his name now that he is 
gone. He never acted from motives of policy, he simply did, 
at all times, what seemed to be duty. In this he was a model 
for a Christian minister. The young preacher would do well to 
follow his steps in this respect. He had more honor in his 
death than all time-serving principles could have secured him. 

At the last Conference he was superanuated again ; and not 
long thereafter he felt symptoms of heart-disease, which grew 
worse, until his sudden death, on the seventh of June, 1876. 
His death was peaceful and happy. His faith in God was strong 
to the very last. He desired that his love and last blessing 
should be borne to the Holston Conference, with which he 
never expected to meet again until its members all meet in 
heaven. He said he never had enjoyed a Conference so much 
as our last session, and especially the society of the young 
preachers. It was his desire to be buried at Liberty Hill 
Church by the side of Bro. Crismond, as they had preached and 
labored together for so many years. 

The morning of his death, while at family prayer, he seemed 
to anticipate his speedy dissolution. His prayer was very pow- 
erful, full of heavenly unction. He prayed for his family — all 
present and those absent — for his friends and enemies, if he had 
any ; for the Church and the ministry, and for the young peo- 
ple so recently converted in the revival at Morristown. No 
one seemingly ever enjoyed a meeting more. God gave him 
such a blessing that he frequently went all over the house 
shouting and praising His name, talking to others about their 
salvation. 

A few weeks thereafter this useful and faithful servant of 
God peacefully and triumphantly fell asleep in Christ.

MEMOIR OF REV. JAMES W. DICKEY. 

James Wesley Dickey was born in McMinn county, Ten- 
nessee, March 24, 1829. He made a profession of religion 
when ten years old, and graduated at Hiwassee College when 
quite young. He was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Madisonville Circuit, Athens District, David Flem- 
ing Presiding Elder, June 5, 1852. He joined the Holston 
Conference at Asheville, North Carolina, October, 1852, and 
was appointed to the Tellico Mission. In 1853 he was sent to 
the Saltville Circuit. In 1854 he was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Pierce at Cleveland, Tenn., and the following year trav- 
eled the Burnsville Circuit. In 1855 he was sent to the Abing- 
don Station. In 1856 he was ordained Elder by Bishop Early, 
at Knoxville, Tennessee, and appointed to the Kingston Circuit. 
He afterward filled the following charges : 1857, Jonesboro Sta- 
tion ; 1858 and 1859, Marion Circuit ; 1860 and 1861. Parisburg 
Circuit; 1862 and 1863, Pikeville District; 1864, Superinten- 
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dent army missions. From 1865 to 1869 he traveled the Abing- 
don District as Presiding Elder; and from 1869 to 1873, the 
Wytheville District; 1873, Marion Circuit; 1874, Abingdon 
Circuit ; 1875, he was returned to the Abingdon Circuit. He 
labored faithfully here, as everywhere else, until death closed 
I his career of toil and self-sacrifice. 

From the above data it will be seen that he spent nearly 
twenty-four years in active labors as an itinerant preacher. In 
1857 he was married to Susan Emeline Waterman who pre- 
! ceded him to their final rest about four years. On Sunday, the 
twenty-sixth of last March, he was violently attacked with 
typhoid fever, and after lingering ten days, calmly and sweetly j 
fell asleep in Jesus. He fell in the midst of the fight, and with 
his armor on. For his last sermon, when he little thought it 
would be his last, he chose as a text that beautiful passage in 
the Epistle to the Philippians : ‘ For I am in a strait betwixt 
two, having a desire to depart, and to be with Christ, which is 
far better.’’ 

A short time before his death, when informed that his end 
was near and asked if his faith in God was still strong, he re- 
plied : 6 It is fixed” 

Thus this faithful man of God passed away <x> his final rest.

MEMOIR OF REV. JOHN REYNOLDS. 

. 

The subject of this memoir was born in RoAvan county, North 
Carolina, June 4, 1797. He was a son of religious parents, and 
early had religious impressions. Of his conversion he says : 

“ Although at the distance of more than sixty years, I delight 
to go back to the very spot where God, for Christ’s sake, spoke 
peace to my troubled soul. 

“ ‘The gladness of that happy day, 

Oh may it ever, ever stay.’ 

“ Having found the pearl of great price, I ran with eager- 
ness to tell of the power of saving Grace.” 

•Soon after his conversion he was appointed class-leader, a 
cross to him almost unbearable. 

In 1818 he was licensed to exhort by Taccheus Dowling, and 
with him traveled a few rounds on Sugar Creek Circuit, South 
Carolina Conference. 

Deeply impressed that it was his duty to preach, he passed 
many days and nights in a painful struggle between a sense of 
duty and his natural disinclination to enter upon a work for 
which he felt so poorly qualified on account of his extreme 
youth and want of education. 

He was admitted on trial into the South Carolina Conference 
at Augusta, Georgia, in January, 1819, received into full con- 
nection in January, 1821, and ordained deacon by Bishop 
George. He was ordained elder by Bishop Roberts in 1825. 
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His health failing, he located in 1826, and moved to the 
mountains of North Carolina. In 1855 he was re-admitted into 
the traveling connection in the Holston Annual Conference. 
He sustained this relation until his death. 

He was a man of fine common sense, and turned to good ac- 
count the many valuable lessons learned in the great school of 
association. Modest, upright, candid, gentlemanly, gentle and 
yet firmly fixed in his convictions — he won the confidence and 
Christian respect of all who knew him. 

As a preacher he was earnest and practical, pungent, terse, 

I impressive and successful. He aimed at results and achieved 
th m. He was dauntless in his devotion to truth and righteous- 
ness. Persecution and reproach did not deter or swerve him 
: from the path of duty. 

He was a pioneer, and rejoiced that he was called to share 
the toils and privations and Christian companionship of such 
men as James 0. Andrew, Jesse Richardson, Daniel Asbury, 
Lewis Myers and Joseph Travis. He was a personal witness of 
many extraordinary “ bodily exercises,” as he was wont to call 
them, in his early ministry, in which scores and hundreds fell 
prostrate under his powerful sermons — stiff and cold, as if they 
were dead. 

Ardently attached to the old usages of the Church, he feared 
he might be denounced as unprogressive ; still such was his 
uniform kindness and gentleness of manner, that even* one 
loved and respected him. In his declining years he often re- 
ferred to the marked contrast between the present time and the 
early years of his ministry, in which he and others of his con- 
temporaries encountered peltings by stones, pistol shots from 
j furious wretches, and other deeds of violence. Denuded of hat, 
coat and shoes, he was compelled to walk many miles, barefoot. 

1 and, with uncovered head, exposed to the scorching sun, and 
| now and then forced to sleep in the jungles of the woods to 
escape the violence of drunken desperadoes. With courage 
and faith he patiently bore all for the Master’s sake. He spent 
his closing years on the Asheville District. They were among 
his most useful and happy days, among his children and friends. 
His life was remarkably exemplary, and always influential for 
good. 

He died as he lived, full of faith and the Holy Ghost, testify- 
ing to all who were privileged to witness the closing scenes ot 
his earthly pilgrimage, that the Lord was with him, that heaven 
was his home, and that the angels were present waiting to con- 
vey him to his final and everlasting rest. The old veteran of 
the Cross fell asleep April 11, 1876, and peacefully rests from 
labor on earth. He awaits the resurrection of the just.

These reports are published 
for the consideration of members of the Church, and as a matter of reference by 
the preachers during the year. 

No report is omitted. The report of the Board of Finance, the reports on Sun- 
day-Schools and on Collections for Missions, are divided ; and part put in the 
tables at the end of these reports. 

The arrangement of reports is the work of the Editor, and is different from the 
order in which they were presented. 

The Memoirs of Revs. D. B. Carter, J. W. Dickey and J. Reynolds, may be 
found in the Minutes, with the Question, “Who have died this year?”

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 

To the President and members of Holston Conference , M. E. 

Church , South : 

Your committee to whom was referred the subject of Educa- 
cation, beg leave to report that they have had the same under 
serious and prayerful consideration and from the lights before 
them are of the opinion that there is a great improvement in 
the minds of our people on this subject. The scarcity of money 
is the greatest draw-back with which we have to contend. There 
is a desire to educate, but a want of ability. 

We are satisfied that the system of district schools, as adopted 
by your body, has been and is of great benefit to the Church in 
affording means of acquiring a passable education to many who 
otherwise would have remained in comparative ignorance ; and 
of awakening a desire in the hearts of many others to seek a 
higher and better knowledge. We therefore heartily and earn- 
estly recommend these schools to the patronage of our people, 
as a means of Christian education, which should be extended 
in our colleges. 

Emory and Henry is the oldest institution in your midst, and 
justly stands at the head of the list of colleges in your bounds. 
It w r as founded by the older members of your body, many of 
whom are now r sleeping in their graves.. It has been patronized 
and sustained by your efforts, and we are happy to be able to 
say that it has merited, and still merits, more patronage than it 
has received. The Faculty is able and all well qualified for the 
work assigned them ; the facilities of imparting knowledge being 
equal to any in the South, while its discipline is mild but firm. 
So well are these facts known that other States and Conferences 
are yearly sending their boys to fill her halls and receive her 
instruction. 

We recommend that Rev. Carroll Long beappotel to fill 
the vacancy in the Visiting Committee, caused by^the death of 
Rev. J. W. Dickey. 

Hiwassee College was mainly started by the energy and be* 
rality of the immediate settlers around her, who were great 
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lovers of Methodism, as well as patrons of education. It was 
built to supply a needed want, and then turned over to your 
body comparatively free from debt. Her Trustees and Faculty 
deserve the thanks of all lovers of Christian education for their 
faithful labors and continued perseverance. She has done, and 
is still doing, a noble work. Her course of instruction is good, 
and her Faculty able and all competent for the trust committed 
to each of them. She deserves patronage, and should have it. 

Her Trustees request the Bishop to appoint them an agent 
the present year, as they desire to increase their buildings, and 
we recommend that their request be granted. 

The Trustees request that Rev. S. £>. Gaines be appointed on 
the Board of Trustees of Hiwassee College, in place of Col. T. 
Lenoir, and we recommend the appointment. 

Martha Washington Female College is the only school of 
the kind belonging to your body, and justly deserves the patronage 
of the Church. We are pleased to know that she has a liberal 
and still increasing patronage. Her course of instruction is 
complete, and her Faculty well qualified for the work in which 
they are engaged. She has under her instruction young ladies 
from States beyond your bounds, and from her healthy location 
and facilities of instruction, will ever have an increasing patron- , 
age, as she deserves to have. We can cheerfully recommend 
her to all persons having daughters to educate. 

We would most respectfully urge upon the Trustees the great 
necessity of husbanding their resources as much as possible un- 
til the small debt hanging over her be liquidated, as it is de- 
sirable to have all our colleges free from financial embarrass- 
ment. 

Weaverville College is a new institution, established in the 
North Carolina portion of your Conference. It is situated in a 
beautiful and healthy section of the county, in one of the 
oldest Methodist settlements of all that mountain section. She 
is properly a child of necessity. Though not belonging to the 
Conference or Church, as a whole, yet her preparatory depart- 
ment is the District High School of the Asheville District. In 
that department males and females are both taught, while the 
college proper is a male school. The Faculty is a good one. 
The school is doing a noble work, and justly deserves, and is 
receiving a fine patronage. 

The Trustees request that Rev. J. S. Kennedy, D. D., be re- 
turned as President of the joint schools, and we heartily recom- 
mend it. 

Sullins College. — There was a paper that should have been 
turned over to the Committee on Education, which failed to 
reach us. We are, therefore at a loss to know what to say in 
regard to said school. We learn from other sources that the 
school is in a very flourishing condition, and is doing a good 
work.

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If the Trustees desire Bro. Sullins to be returned to said 
school as her President, we would recommend that their request 
be granted, and that Bro. Hearon be returned as a Professor. 

The founder of Branner Female Institute, at Mossy Creek, 
Tenn., asks that Rev. Herbert P. Myers be appointed to the 
Presidency of the same, which request we recommend be 
granted. 

Vanderbilt University. — We rejoice to know that through 
the liberality of Cornelius Vanderbilt, a great Southern univer- 
sity has been founded and endowed, in the name of Vanderbilt 
University. It is a source of gratitude to the whole Church to 
know that such an institution has been established beyond the 
possibility of failure. We trust that it will ever be conducted 
strictly as a university that there may never be any collision 
between that noble institution and our colleges.

2. Resolved , That the Conference appoint a Board of Curators of five of its 
members, pursuant to the request of the trustees of said college, and that 
said committee have power to consummate the proposed arrangement with 
the original donors of said college property.

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals submit the follow- 
ing facts and figures : 

We are pleased to learn from the exhibit of Dr. Redford, 
agent of the Publishing House, at Nashville, that during the 
year ending July 1, 1876, the indebtedness of the house has 
been decreased to the amount of $5,695.20, and the capital in- 
vested, in the same time, has increased $9,150.22. 
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Yet, difficulties surround the House, entailing great care and 
perplexity upon the Agent and Managers. 

The aid of all our traveling preachers, as well as the co-oper- 
ation of the laity, is much needed during the next Conference 
year, that this great enterprise of the Church may be placed on 
a firm financial basis. 

It is with regret that we announce to this body that the re- 
ports from the various fields of labor within our bounds reveal 
the fact that, during the ecclesiastical year just closing, the 
amount of books sold has diminished almost fifty per cent, when 
compared with last year. 

Brethren, let us see to it that during the next year the claims 
of the House are duly presented to all our people, and the sales, 
if possible, increased beyond those of any previous year. 

We are glad that the Nashville Christian Advocate has in- 
creased its circulation nearly 20 per cent, over that of last 
year, and that other religious papers published in the interest 
of our Church have been liberally patronized by our people. 

Your committee submit the following resolutions for your 
consideration : 

1. Resolved , As preachers and laymen, we will use diligence in circulating 
our own publications, giving them preference to all others. 

2. Resolved , That we recommend the Nashville Christian Advocate — 
“our Connectional Organ” — so ably edited by Dr. Summers, as a most ex- 
cellent family newspaper, and will endeavor to increase its circulation within 
the boundaries of our Conference. 

3. Resolved , That we regard the Holston Methodist — “our Home Organ” — 
as essential to our success, and will endeavor to develop its usefulness and 
make it what its editors and pnblishers desire it to become. 

4. Resolved , That we are greatly pleased with our Sunday-School Litera- 
ture, as edited by our own Dr. Cannyngham, and will make an effort to intro- 
duce the same into all our Sunday-Schools. 

5. Resolved, That we heartily approve of the continued publication of the 
Holston Annual, as proposed by Rev. J. R. Payne, and will encourage 
him in the promotion of this desirable enterprise.

REPORT ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

To the President and. members of Holston '^Conference, M. E. 
Church, Sonth: ' 

From the table of statistics appended to this report, your 
committee have collected the following facts, which may be of 
interest to the Conference: 

The whole number of Sunday-School scholars, reported from 
the various charges, amounts to 22,516, being 720 less than the 
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number reported at the last session. This decrease may be ac- 
counted for by the fact that several circuits made no report, 
and others were incomplete. But in whatever way the defi- 
ciency may be explained, the fact stares us in the face that the 
number of our Sunday-School scholars does not keep pace with 
the increase of population ; and although several thousand 
names have been added to the roll of the Church, the number 
of children in our Sunday-schools is but little more than fifty 
per cent, of the whole membership. 

We find that forty charges take no Visitors ; thirty-eight no 
Magazine* ; twenty-three no Lesson Papers ; thirty-five no Little 
People , and sixteen have collected no money for missionary 
or Sunday-School purposes. 

Brethren, these things ought not to be so. The Church has 
been at great expense in publishing a Sunday-School literature, 
well adapted to the wants of our schools and children, and has 
put at the* head of this department a capable and godly man, 
taken from our own Conference, and yet, from so many charges 
there has been no response in the effort or means to circulate 
this literature among our young people. 

We find, also, the following amounts collected on the differ- 
ent districts for Sunday-School and Missionary purposes :

The whole amount collected during the past year, by all the 
districts, is $2,994.35, being $273.33 more than the preceding 
Conference year. This increase, though small, is encouraging, 
as it indicates increasing liberality on the part of the Sunday- 
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Schools. “ Train up a child in the way he should go,” is a 
Divine command ; and as this training includes all the elements 
that make up Christian character, the habit of giving to the 
cause of God must be formed in childhood. Children should be 
taught that it is not only a duty , but a privilege , to give ; that it 
is a means of grace as essential to the cultivation of piety as 
prayer, or praise, or the study of the Scriptures. Our children 
should not only be made the almoners of our charities, but be 
taught the importance of self-sacrifice and self-denial in making 
and saving money for the treasury of the Lord. There is a 
feeling of satisfaction connected with this self-denying practice 
that not only elevates the character of the child, but generates 
within him the true principle of Christian benevolence, and 
makes him a cheerful giver. With such teaching and such 
training, we are assured by the Word of God that “when he is 
old he will not depart from it.” 

While the Sunday-School is intended to be an auxiliary to 
religious instruction at home , it should never be made a substi- 
tute for it. “ Bring up your children in the nurture and admo- 
nition of the Lord,” is an injunction addressed to parents only. 
While they are authorized to use the means and appliances 
which the Church or society may furnish for the religious train- 
ing of their children, they can not shift their responsibility, or 
delegate their authority, in this important work, to the con- 
science, teaching or practice of any other person or persons. 
In some communities the Sunday-School has stimulated fathers 
and mothers to a more diligent performance of their duty in 
this respect, but in others it has been made a pretext for neg- 
lecting the religious instruction of the little ones at home. 
Parents should co-operate with teachers by studying the lessons 
with their children, by attending the Sunday-School with them 
Whenever they can, by taking part in the religious exercises for 
which they are qualified, and in any other way in which they 
can manifest their interest in the importance and success of this 
great enterprise of the Church. 

The Sunday-School should be used to cultivate the piety of 
the Church, by utilizing the talent, energy, influence and moral 
power of the laity. Many young men and women, after passing 
through a certain course of study in the Sunday-School, look 
upon themselves as too old, or too well informed to derive any 
further benefit from its teachings. This proceeds from a mis- 
conception of its dignity and purpose. The Bible is the great 
fountain of truth and knowledge, and all the learning and 
science and research of the past eighteen centuries have served 
to show the inexhaustible sources of its waters. Here the most 
ardent intellect that pants for knowledge, can slake its thirst in 
these refreshing streams. Let the departments of the school be 
so arranged as to employ the oldest as well as the youngest. 
Let young men and young women organize classes for mutual 
instruction, in which, if they can, bring together the results of 
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their own researches, and thus contribute to the common stock 
of information. If they can do nothing more, let them here 
learn to pray in public, to sing in public, to go out into the 
highways and hedges and bring in the children to the Sunday- 
School. These useful and holy pursuits will keep alive their 
own piety, and make their youthful energies contribute to the 
interests of the Church. 

We recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 

Resolved , 1. That we will renew our efforts to increase the number of 
pupils in our Sunday-Schools, and to utilize the laity of the Church to a 
larger extent in promoting this great interest. 

Resolved, 2. That we urge upon the superintendents and teachers the ne- 
cessity and importance of using our Church literature in all of our Sunday- 
Schools as far as possible.

Upon investigation, it is found that the American Bible Soci- 
ety is now publishing the Christian Scriptures in some seventy 
languages and dialects. It is publishing in these various 
tongues about a million volumes per annum thus opening these 
scriptures to some eight hundred millions of people. Since its 
organization in 1816 it has sent forth more than thirty-three 
millions of volumes in various languages, to enlighten the world 
and bring it to Christ 

The Society commends itself to all denorbinations and sec- 
tions as all its publications are without note or comment. It 
knows no section or country in its world-wide mission. It has 
made the Bible the cheapest book in the world, endeavoring 
thus to place it within the reach of all classes. 

The Board of Missions of our own Church have made calls on 
the Society for supplies of Bibles for all our foreign missions 
and all these calls have been promptly and fully answered. 

The Society, therefore, by its catholic spirit and work, com- 
mends itself to our confidence and support. 

Your committee submit the following resolutions for adoption 
by the Conference : 

1. Resolved, That we cordially welcome Rev. Dr. G. S. Savage, Superin- 
tendent of the American Bible Society for the District of Kentucky and 
East and Middle Tennessee ; that we have heard with pleasure and approval 
his judicious and practical address delivered before the Conference, and that

REPORT ON CHURCH PROPERTY. 



To the President and members of Holst on Conference , M. E. 

Church, South: 

The Committee on Church Property respectfully report to 
this Conference the following : 

Heretofore each annual report on Church property has shown 
an estimated value of the Church property within the bounds 
of the Holston Conference, which estimated value was based on 
the reports of the preachers from their respective charges, made 
to the particular Conference session, and independently of any 
former valuation, or nearly so. As a large number of the min- 
isters are yearly changed in the fields of labor, therefore much 
of the property that has an estimated valuation placed upon it 
one year by one class of preachers, has a very different estimate 
placed upon it the following year by another class of pastors ; 
thus showing an apparent change in valuation that is not real. 
To illustrate : In one district, by the report of the Church 
Property Committee of 1875, which was made from the reports 
of the preachers of that district, the churches and parsonages 
of that district had a valuation placed upon them. The reports 
of the preachers from that district to this session of the Confer- 
ence, after deducting the amount expended during the year in 
building and repairing churches and parsonages show* an 
increase in value of that kind of property of over 810,000 — 
that is, the same property, without repairing, is worth more by 
over 810,000 in 1876 than it was in 1875. Of course the in- 
crease thus shown is not real, but only apparent. 

Such a system of yearly valuation, your committee thinks, is 
radically wrong, for it yearly shows such an appreciation or de- 
preciation in the value of our Church property as not only 
confounds those not of our Church, but really makes our official 
reports of the value of Church property inconsistent and unre- 
liable. 

Your committee, by a “new departure,” have sought to avoid, 
as far as possible, those increased or decreased valuations of 
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churches and parsonages which are only apparent and not real. 
To attain this end your committee took the valuation of the 
churches and parsonages as shown by the report of the Church 
Property Committee of 1875. That committee was an able and 
energetic one, with Dr. Wiley at its head. It had the very same 
means and resources of information for fixing the value of 
church property that this committee have had, and this commit- 
tee can see no reason why the valuation of church property as 
shown by that committee, is not as reliable as any that can be 
fixed by this committee, and much more consistent than a pres- 
ent estimate that would show an apparent — not real — apprecia- 
tion or depreciation in value of many thousands of dollars. 
Therefore, your committee have ignored the valuation of 
churches and parsonages shown by the reports of the preachers 
to this session, but take the money actually expended during 
the Conference year in building and repairing churches and 
parsonages as the more reliable measure of the real increase, in 
value, of that kind of property during the year. The increase 
thus shown approximates the real. 

Your committee regret that the reports of the preachers, 
owing to the imperfect form of the blanks furnished them, fail 
to show how much of the money expended during the year was 
put into churches, and how much into parsonages, and in the 
absence of such information, your committee, ex-neceasitate, 
must report together the increase in value of churches and par- 
sonages. And, on account of the defects in the form of the 
printed blanks furnished our preachers, it does not appear how 
many new churches, nor how many parsonages were built dur- 
ing the year; but the numbers, new. and old, are reported 
together, and the only way to ascertain the increase in the num- 
ber of churches and parsonages is to compare the number re- 
ported in 1875 with the number reported in 1876. This would 
seem a reliable mode, but owing to a want of precision in re- 
porting numbers in 1875, or incorrect reports in 1876, the result 
is most unsatisfactory; and your committee discards the increase 
in number thus shown, as wholly unreliable. 

Your committee have learned of no churches having been 
destroyed by fire, wind or water, or otherwise, during the year, 
and, although over $39,000 have been expended during the year 
in building and repairing churches and parsonages, and although 
new churches have gone up in almost every district, yet by 
comparing the number of churches reported in 1876, with .the 
number reported in 1875, your committee find a decrease in a 
number of the districts, and in one district a decrease of eight 
churches ; and the increase in bounds of the whole Conference 
for the year only one and a quarter of churches. Your commit- 
tee can only report such facts as are elicited from the reports 
furnished by the preachers, and regret the unsatisfactory result 
reached. Your committee urge the importance of careful and 
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correct reports as to the number of churches on each circuit and 
station. 

From the amount expended in building and repairing churches 
and parsonages during the year, from the published notices in 
our church papers of the erection and dedication of churches, 
and from other sources of information, your committee must 
believe that old Holston is advancing with commendable rapid- 
ity in acquiring houses for her preachers, and altars for her 
worshipers.

HOME FOR THE CHILDREN OF DECEASED MIN- 
ISTERS OF THE CONFERENCE. 



To the President and members of Holston Conference , M E. 
Church , South: 

The committee to whom was referred the foregoing subject, 
having had the same finder careful consideration, beg leave to 
submit the following report : 

Whereas, We learn that the Rev. L. M. Pease, of Asheville, N. C., pro- 
poses to donate to the Holston Conference, M. E. Church, South, a valuable 
property near the town of Asheville, as a home for the orphan children of 
deceased ministers of the Conference ; and, 

Whereas, He proposes to erect, at his own cost, suitable buildings for 
such a home, furnishing ample rooms for accommodating as many as fifty or 
more children, school rooms, chapel, etc. : and. 

Whereas, The avowed object of Rev. L. M. Pease in making said dona- 
tion of buildings and land is to furnish a home for the comfortable 
abode, and the proper physical, intellectual and moral training and culture 
of the orphan children of our deceased ministers who may be left without 
adequate means, -either to support or educate themselves ; and, 

Whereas, Such a home, judiciously managed, and affording a certain 
guaranty to our brethren living, toiling and dying in the work of the itine- 
rant ministry, would relieve many a devoted herald of the Cross of painful 
and distracting anxieties as to the future of his orphan children when he is 
dead and gone ; therefore, 

Resolved , 1. That the members of the Holston Annual Conference re- 
ceive with gladness and thankfulness the generous proposition of Rev. L. M. 
Pease to donate to the Conference such a home for our orphan children. 

Resolved , 2. That the Conference do hereby appoint the following named 
brethren as a Board of Commissioners, to- wit: The Presiding Elder of Ashe- 
ville District; the preacher in charge of Asheville Station; H. H. Webb, 
Col. A. T. Davidson and J. S. Kefinedy, to confer with Rev. L. M. Pease 
touching the terms and conditions on which he may be willing to give and 
convey, to build and equip, and to superintend said Orphans’ Home to and 
for the use and benefit of the Holston Annual Conference. 

Resolved , 3. That said committee be, and they are hereby empowered, 
when they shall have made satisfactory arrangements with Rev. L. M. Pease 
concerning the foregoing proposition, to close the contract at once with him 
in due and legal form, and report their action to this body at its next session. 

Resolved , 4. That in the event that said Board of Commissioners consum- 
mate satisfactorily this arrangement, we pledge ourselves as a Conference to
